RIO DE JANIERO, Brazil—(AP)—One of the biggest air hunts 


ever made in Brazil got underway today for the lost Pan American 
Stratocruiscr which vanished with 50 persons aboard yesterday while 
en route to New York. 


The search area embraced a 


vast 320,000 square mile area of 
unexplored jungle, dry plateau and 
river basins, many of them with 
sand bars that might afford suit- 
able landings. 


The nine crewmen and 10 of the 


passengers were Americans. 


Pan American officials said 27 


planes of the U. S. air force and 
navy, the Brazilian air force and 
commercial airlines were patrol- 
ling a wild rectangular area run- 
ning 400 miles west from Barrieras 
to Xavantlna, thence north to San- 
tarem on the Amazon and east to 
Balem on the coast. 


The luxury two-deck, plane was 


last heard from at 1:30 p. m., yes- 
te»dny when It made radio contact 
with Barrciras, nearly 900 miles 
northwest of Rio de Janicro. It 


then reported its position as 240 
miles-west of Barreiras. 


The U. S. air force in Washing- 


ton announced that 17 planes, rang- 
ing from B-29s to a helicopter, had 
been ordered into ttfe search from 
banes in Puerto Rico, by the Air 
Rescue Service, and the Strategic

A search base was set up at Be* 


lem under the co-ordination of a 
Brazilian air force officer.

Presidential Ambitions Ruined 


Stassen's Political Prospects 


Harold E. Stassen's story Is one of the saddest case 


histories on the' recent American political scene. It is a su- 
preme example of what can happen to a man when he is bit- 
ten by presidential ambitions. 


At 31, Stassen was an aggressive governor of Minnesota 


with a bright future. In his mid-forties he is a forlorn figure 
with no political prospects at all. And that because he al- 
lowed his higher yearnings to consume him. 


In the light of his record at Minnesota, his service in the 


navy, and his,performance as a delegate at the United Na- 
tions charter conference in San Francisco, Stassen deserved 
a chance at the presidency. 


Friends built him up for that opportunity by proposing 


him in 1944 while he was still in the Pacific. Nobody took 
his candidacy too seriously that time nor was it intended 
they should.

Four years later Stassen made his real bid. He had be- 


gun by avowing his candidacy two years before nominating 
time. He pounded back and forth across the country in vig- 
orous pursuit of convention support. 


His early "fortune was not bad.. He won primaries in 
, Wisconsin and Nebraska, then captured Pennsylvania on a 
" write-in. 
% Thereafter, however, he seemed to overreach him- 


self. He claimed 14 or 15 delegates in contest against Sena- 
tor Taft in his native Ohio but won only nine. Next came his 
Oregon debacle.

Governor Dewey of New York lacerated Stassen in a ra- 


dio debate over a bill designed to control Communnists in 
America. Dewey's Oregon stumping outpaced Stassen's. 
Dewey won that primary and the 1948 boom for Stassen 
ended forthwith. 


Ohio was actually the start of his downfall but it was 


that unsuccessful radio debate in Oregon which hurt him in 
public eyes. For there it was revealed that Stassen did not 


< really understand the subject he was discussing. He appeared 
concerned only with the impact he was making on the voters.

same feature. Stassen has endeavored to be all things to all 


; men. He has promised a great deal. He has in one breath 
sounded like a stalking horse for General Eisenhower and

X-Ray, Chemicals Aid 
Chronic Leukemia Victims

/. The name for the disease called 
'leukemia, 
was 
originally pro- 


"posed by the famous German pa- 
-thologist, Virchow, more than 100 
•years ago. Translated U means 
"white blood." 
Of course, 
the 


blood does not turn completely 
Awhile in leukemia, but there is a 
•"whiteness" about it 
which 
is 


caused by the destruction of many 
normal red cells and their replace- 
ment by colorless cells, known as 
white cells or leukocytes. 


Leukemia is really a condition 


in which the white cells have 
grown wild. Not only are there 
more white cells than there should 
be in leukemia, but also there are 
abnormal forms and kinds. 


Under,, normal conditions there 


are between 5,000 to 10,000 white 
cells in a cubic 
milimeter of 


blood (a cubic millimeter, mci- 
jdently, is an 
extremely small 


quantity,) but in leukemia, the 
number of white cells—normal and 
abnormal—rises to 30,000 or 40,- 
000 and sometimes as high as 100,- 
000 or more in a cubic millimeter. 
* There are several kinds "of leu- 
kemia named according to the 
type of cell which is predomment 
and whether the condition is acute 
or, chronic. Regardless of the type, 
however, the cause of leukemia is 
not known, although many the- 
'ertes have been suggested. 
- In rapid or acute cases of leu- 
kemia, regardless of the type of 
cells involved, the body becomes 
overwhelmed with, these abnormal 
leuyooytes. The patient weakens 
rapidly. Bleeding may take place 
from the gums or into Lb« skin, 


and the latter is usually pale and 
slightly yellowish looking. 
,In the slower or more chronic 
cases, enlargement of the lymph 
glands in the arm pits, groin, or 
neck may be the first sign of the 
disease. The spleen also is usu- 
ally enlarged. Increasing fatigue 
is another common early sign.

The person who discovers a cure 


for leukemia should 
honored.

however, a cure for the disease is 
not immediately in sight. 


Those who are afflicted 
with 


leukemia, especially the, chronic 
varieties, can be helped temporar- 
ily in many cases by blood trans- 
fusion, by X-rays over the spleen 
or by certain kinds of arsenic 
preparations taken by mouth. Ra- 
dioactive phosphorous, 
urethane, 


nitrogen mustard, ACTH and cor- 
tisone, 'and many other substances 
have been tried and may have a 
place in some cases. However, up 
to the present, no reliable method 
of cure has become available. 


The only good thing that can bp 


said about leukemia is that it is 
not more common. There is prob- 
ably more danger of being hit bv 
an automobile than there is of 
contracting leukemia.

WASHINGTON—Biggest news on the U. S. foreign policy front is 


that Republican Sen. Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin is about to pull 
Vandenberg. 


The Wisconsin senator, in a short spei»ch prepared for delivery on 


the floor of the senate, declares that the U. S. bi-partisan foreign policy 
has been fundamentally sound and worthy of Republican support. 


In so saying. Senator Wiley is stepping into the shoes of the late 


Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michigan, the Republican foreign policy 
leader whose recently published memoirs have revealed how he changet 
from an extreme isolationist to a believer in international co-operation 


The importance of Senator Wiley's declaration is that if the Re- 


publicans win the presidential election and majority control of the 
senate this November, he will become chairman of the powerful senate 
foreign relations committee. He is now the ranking Republican mem- 
ber of that committee. 


Senator Wiley's new statement on the need for a bi-partisan for 


eign policy will be made to back up and stand by his own speech on "A 
Dynamic Foreign Policy for a Dynamic Age," made before the Ameri 
can Society of Newspaper Editors in Washington last week. 
SPEECH BROUGHT QUICK REACTION' 


This speech was received more or less apathetically by the editors. 


At one point in the speech, Senator Rilcy declared, "I, for one, have 
always held to the belief that the Republican party should be as willing 
and eager to praise constructive achievements as it should be to point 
DUt short-comings." 


When his audience received this in stony silence, Senator Wiley 


departed from his text and asked, "What's the matter with you Demo- 
crats out there? Why don't you applaud that?" All he got was a mild 
laugh. 


Though' the Wiley speech was received with some doubts, disbelief 


and lack of enthusiasm by his immediate audience in Washington, it 
met with violent reactions in the middle west and on Capitol Hill. 


The Milwaukee Journal and the Madison, Wis., Capital-Times 


praise'd Senator Wiley in glowing editorials for speaking with the voice 
of a statesman. Up to this time these papers had been only luke-warm 
to Wiley. There had been general doubt expressed as to the senator's 
ability to carry off the assignment as foreign relations chairman. 


The Chicago Tribune, on the other hand, criticized the Wiley speech 


to the editors as a "me-too" declaration. It accused Senator Wiley of 
footsie with Secretary Acheson. 


In the words of Sen. Harry P. Cain of Washington, the Tribune 


editorial implied, "that the state department in general and the sec- 
retary of state in particular set out to seduce my .colleague, the senior 
senator from Wisconsin . . . and that the seduction was.successful." 
THEY SHOULD HAVE READ THE RECORD 
' 


Senator Cain's remarks were made in the course of nearly an hour's 


debate on the senate floor, several days after Senator Wiley spoke to. 
the editors, 
Senator Wiley himself was not there, being in foreign 


relations committee meeting on the foreign aid bill. Senator Cain had, 
however, informed Senator Wiley in advance that he \vas going to de- 
fend his reputation. 


With Senators Karl E. Mundt of South Dakota, Bourke B. Hicken- 


looper of Iowa, and Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, Senator Cain 
tried to make a case that Senator Wiley had been misquoted by the 
press. Then they cited earlier speeches by Senator Wiley to show that 
he had in the past been a consistent and violent critic of U. S.^foreign 
policy under Democratic control.

Air Incident 
Gives Europe 
The Jitters 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— United 


States officials pondering reasons 
for yesterday's Russian fighter- 
plane attack on a French airliner 
agree on one thing: It opened the 
1952 season of spring Jitters' in 
Europe. 


Four of the 17 persons aboard 


the Berlin-bound liner were wound- 
ed, one seriously. British, French 
and American high commissioners 
in Berlin Immediately protested 
the "unwarranted attack," de- 
manding investigation and compen- 
sation. 


The Russians ignored the pro- 


tests and sent a counter-protest 
instead. They charged the plane 
was riot flying in the corridor per- 
mitted over the Soviet zone of 
Germany. When the French plane 
failed to follow a signal to land, 
the Russians said, the Soviet jets 
fired across its bow. 


Officials here were considering 


two possible—and opposite—expla- 
nations : 
i 


1. That the Soviet deliberately 


staged the attack as a.- terror tac- 
tic, to spread fear and tension in 
Europe and thereby, perhaps, slow 
down the unification of Western 
Europe. 


2. That the whole thing was un- 


planned, perhaps, the result of 
over-zealousness on the part of the 
trigger-happy fighter pilots sent up 
to check on the airliner. 


Whichever explanation is more 


nearly correct, officials here agree 
that the shooting has opened the 
annual season of spring jitters in 
Europe. 


According to authoritative infor- 


mation, the Soviet military com- 
mand with about 30 divisions east 
of the Iron Curtain is now ar- 
ranging for spring maneuvers.

can help win • or lose social or 
business success. He also believes 
corporations fail to appreciate how 
poor telephone techniques by their 
employes cost them millions of 
dollars in terms of lost sales or 
good will. 


"HI Ya, Kid" 


Suppose you use 
the newest 


toothpaste, smoke a smart cigaret, 
employ the correct deodorant, wear 
the right clothes, avoid " five 
o'clock shadow," and keep your 
mind razor keen by reading only 
the best books? If you pick up a 
telephone and bark into it, "Hi1 
yo, kid?"—well, all is ruined. 


Garfield has founded what he 


hopes, is a new science—teletech- 
nology—to remedy the situation. 
Garfield defines it this way: 


"It is the study -of the ecnonmic 


and social aspects of the telephone 
and its use by individuals and com- 


panies as a business and socia 
tool." 


He got into the fjeld by accident 


after obtaining a job selling truck 
tires by long distance phone. He 
found little or nothing had been 
written on the subject, so he dk 
the research himself. 


"I sold more than a million 


dollars worth of truck tires b> 
phone without ever meeting i 
single customer," he said. "Most 
successful businessmen today have 
become good phone users—but us- 
ually by trial and error." 


Writing A Book 


Garfield is now writing a book 


on how to use the telephone, try> 
ing to get big corporations and 
business schools to give courses in 
it. 


His study has convinced him that 


the most common fault in telephon 
Ing is what he calls "lack of pre-

The 
owners refused to grant it unless 
the government let them raise 
prices. The government said no. 


The workers threatened once 


more to strike. 
Truman stepped 


n again and seized the mills. 
>ince the government might give 
hem the raise they wanted, the 
vorkers worked. Also, it's against 
the Jaw to strike against the gov- 
rnment.

g the government more time to 


try to bring the two aides into 
agreement.

that by using T-H up to 


this point the president would have 
been acting in accordance with law 
passed by congress). 


Can't Forbid Strike 


But T-H only delays a strike. It 


can't, in the end, forbid it. 
if 


there was no agreement between 
the workers and the others—after 
T-H had delayed a strike 80 days 
—the workers would be free to 
strike. 


When T-H is used but fails to 


stop a strike, the president must 
lay the whole problem in the lap 
of congress, which can pass a law 
forbidding a strike or do what it 
wishes. 


At one strike then he could have 


put congress on the spot. Instead 
operating as he did. he was de- 
nounced as a dictator when he 
asked congress to act. 


Why didn't he use T-H? 
It's 


been a political issue for years. 
Blessed by union leaders, Truman 
has condemned T-H and urged con- 


gress to wipe it off the books, 
he had used it in this case, h 
might have laid himself open t 
jibes from his critics and denun 
elation by his labor union friends 


Country Must Watt 


Now that a strike is under way 


the country will have to wait to sc 
whether the president finally fall 
back on T-H as a means of gelling 
the workers back on the job.

he docs, and they refuse, there'l 
be some more crisis. 


Meanwhile, he'll probably try to 


get the supreme court to overturn 
Judge Pine's decision, or hold it up 
for a while, so the government can 
keep contiol of the mills. But it's 
questionable that will bring the 
workers back on ihe job. Last 
night .their CIO boss, Philip Mur- 
ray, said they won't go back until 
they get a raise.
